5 bulbs for 
half the 10 rate. 
SIZE OF BULBS 


Large bulbs are 1% inches in diameter and up to 2 inches. Medium bulbs are from *%4 to 1% inches in diameter averaging 1 inch. 
Jumbo bulbs are very large 2 inches or more in diameter. All should give good flowers this year. 


FULL CULTURAL INSTRUCTIONS WITH EVERY ORDER 

ORDER EARLY, and state when you will want bulbs. It is safe to ship Express orders at any time. Mail orders are safer 
shipped after March 1st. A 25% deposit will reserve your order until May list. No orders reserved or shipped without a deposit. 

Have your name and address on the outside of every letter you write. It may save a lot of bother later. WRITE PLAINLY, 
and be sure to give your correct address. I am a poor guesser. 

I do not substitute one variety for another unless requested. If I am out of the size ordered I fill the order with bulbs of the 
next nearest size, giving as much or greater value. EARLY ORDER WILL AVOID SUBSTITUTION. YES, I generally give 
EXTRAS. 

NO WHOLESALE PRICES THIS SEASON. Please do not write for special prices, we just do not have any extra bulbs or 
bargain lots of any kind.
